There 
was a look in his eyes of a vibrant man who sort 
of knew the future. She placed a piece of straw- 
berry cake on the table. 

"Dad called up on the phone. He'll be here seon 
for lunch. I do hope we will be happy on Venus." 

"I'm glad you and your father were convinced 
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when I told you what had happened. 1 hadn't the 
slightest idea there would be such a furor when I 
announced the topic of my lectures.
